U.S. Ship Sunk

NEW ORLEANS, May 16— 
(AP)—One of the boldest attacks 
yet made by Axis submarines 
along the United States and gulf 
| coasts—the destruction by tor- 
pedoes of a large cargo vessel a 
short distance off the mouth of 
the Mississipp! river — was an- 
nounced yesterday by the United 
States navy. 

Twenty-seven of the 41 crew 


members were killed in the explos- 
ion and fire in the attack. The re- 
maining crew members were critic- 
ally or dangerously burned, with a 
single exception, 

The attack occurred May 12 


about 1% miles from the river's 
mouth. 
THREE HITS 


While waiting to enter the river, 
the ship was hit by three torpedoes 
in rapid succession. Most of the 
crew never reached the water, Sur- 
vivors who got to the windward 
rail jumped and were picked up in 
about half an hour. 
bodies were 
were not immediately identified. 

The ship was the fifth attacked in 
the Gulf of Mexico in less than a 
week, and the fourth lost. One ship 
was towed into port although badly 
damaged. Three lives were lost in 
the previous attacks.

Newsman Finds: Commandos Tough

SOMEWHERE ON BRI- 
TAIN’S EAST COAST, May 
16. — (AP) — The next time 
I visit a commando training 
camp it’s going to be in a 
tank. 

What's more, I am going 
to stay inside it. 

Innocent and unsuspecting, I 
toted my fragile frame into Can- 
ada’s new super-tough Commando 
school which is designed to give 
the entire Canadian army train- 
ing as Commandos, 

“Want to look around, huh?” 
asked six-foot, two-inch camp com- 
mander Maj. J. S. P. Armstrong of 
Toronto, “Well, let's go.” 

And we were off up a half-mile 
hill and across a rocky sandy beach 
another half mile to the edge of a 
stream of Waist-deep icy water--all 
at a run. 

“Got to keep cracking and keep 
in shape just like the men,” the 
major explained and plunged 
across the stream, 

While I was wondering how I 
was going to cross, a voice behind 
me said, “hang on” and one hand 
grabbed my leg and another my 
arm and my 185 pounds were slung 
across someone's shoulders like a 
bag of oatmeal. We went into the 
stream at a half run and out the 
other side at the same speed. 


COMMANDO TAXI i 

My Commando taxi turned out to 
be Capt. F. T. Foxgrave of St. 
John's, Que., and he hadn't taken 
a deep breath. 

Another 500 yards at a staggering 
run (the Commandos supplied the 
run. and I supplied the staggers) 
and we reached a cliff about four 
storeys high, covered with barbed 
wire. In a matter ,of seconds a rope 
pull-up was thrown up the edge of 
the cliff and Canadian soldiers and 
officers were being yanked up one 
by one, carrying radio equipment, 
machine guns and mortars. 

“Jump on and take a ride,” the 
major said, fastening a rope sling 
around me. “Pull with one hand, 
keep your legs stiff and the men 
on the ground will do the rest.”

President Newton 


The appointment of Dr. Newton as 
president of the University was generally 
expected, and follows in the order of 
things his selection as acting head of the 
institution following the retirement of Dr. 
Kerr. This aside, the new president 
brings high and recognized qualifications 
to the task, and that he will maintain the 
fine record and standing of the University 
can be confidently predicted. His scholds- 
tic attainments and his background of 
wide experience give assurance of this. 

The appointment will be particularly 
welcome because Dr. Newton comes to the 
more responsible post from serving as 
dean of the faculty of agriculture, and his 
associations with that department date 
back more than twenty years, While the 
head of a University must be broad and 
impartial’ in his interests as between one 
branch of learning and another, the pull 
of old associations is not to be denied and 
agriculture cannot but hold a foremost 
place in the concern of the new president. 


No More Tires 


The rationing of automobile tires did 
not come like the proverbial “bolt out of 
the blue”. Motorists generally must have 
expected it, and wondered that it did not 
come sooner. Cut off from the chief 
sources of supply, this continent is oblig- 
ed to get along with what rubber happened 
to be on hand when the East Indies were 
overrun, and is at the same time obliged 
to use rubber in unprecedented quantities 
for the almost wholly new purpose of mak- 
ing war equipment. That the motorist 
will have to get along with the tires he 
now has cannot excite surprise—except 
some surprise that even these are left to 
him. 

What has happened to tires must be 
expected to happen to literally all sorts of 
civilian rubber goods. Only an unexpect- 
edly sudden favorable turn in the war can 
prevent that. It may even be anticipated 
that the order wilt go out, perhaps before 
long, calling upon everyone to turn in 
every scrap of rubber he has in his posses- 
sion. The logic of events points that way, 
for the war demand is growing, and syn- 
thetic rubber in quantity cannot be avail- 
able for a year or more. 

Rubber, by all the present signs, is 
one of the things which civiJians are going 
to have to get along without. 


It Rests With Germany 


Mr. Churchill's warning to Hitler 
against the use of poison gas places the 
responsibility squarely upon the Nazi 
high command if this inhuman agency is 
to be used anywhere that German forces 
are engaged. The warning was of course 
directed at them, but also at the people of 
Germany, It may have no effect upon the 
Fuehrer and his aides, But if it ever 
reaches the masses of Germans their re- 
action can scarcely be doubted. 

The most zealous rank and file Nazi 

cannot welcome the promise that he will 
be, gassed if his master invites that form 
of reprisal, and he has good reason to 
know that behind the promise there is 
now the power to fulfil. The planes which 
are blowing Reich munitions plants to 
fragments could quite as easily drench 
them and their surrounding areas with 
gas. It is to be hoped for the sake of hu- 
manity that every possible means will be 
taken to broadcast the warning to the 
German people, despite the attempts of 
the censors to keep them in the dark, -In- 
dividually they are powerless, but collec- 
tively they are not. Even the power of 
a dictator has limits when it comes to com- 
pelling a whole nation to work. If German 
munitions-workers generally told the 
Fuehrer they would quit work rather than 
be subjected to gas attack he could not ig- 
nore their threat—nor punish them for 
making it. 
_ Directly the responsibility for keep- 
ing the conventions which forbid the use 
of gas rests upon Herr Hitler and his army 
chiefs, But a measure of it rests also up- 
on the German masses, who have power to 
make the bosses do so—by simply re- 
fusing to supply them with the arms with- 
out which they could neither fight the 
enemy nor enforce their wills upon the 
home population,

Not every man can get himself praised 
for having been licked. That singular good 
fortune has come the way of Admiral 
Yamamoto, whose advance invasion forces 
were shattered in the Coral Sea. His 
friends at Tokyo stood loyally by their 
naval colleague, unblushingly proclaimed 
his defeat to have been a great victory, 
and traded upon the credulity of the 
youthful Emperor so effectively that 
royal thanks were sent to the Admiral for 
having lost 24 ships and some thousands 
of Japanese sailors and soldiers in the dis- 
astrous engagement. 

All, of course, as required by the face- 
saving rule which takes precedence over 
all other considerations in the counseis of 
of Japan's war lords, They must keep up 
appearances though the heavens fall. To 
admit a defeat anywhere would incur the 
Royal disfavor and imperil their standing, 
To tell the truth about the Coral Sea 
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affair would put Yamamoto in line to fol- 
low the excellent example of General 
Homma.

Keeping even home-produced supplies 
in balance is not easy in wartime. A Do- 
minion-wide butter shortage is foreseen, 
because of the quantities of milk and 
cheese which are being sent to Britain un- 
der the influence of subsidies. Higher 
prices for butter or a bonus to the pro- 
ducer would equalize matters, but either 
might have the effect of diverting too 
much milk from the cheese factories and 
condensing plants—and thus curtail the 
shipments upon which the people in Bri- 
tain are depending.

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House Shortage 
Is Big Problem 
In Dominion 


Canada's housing shortage, par- 
ticularly evident in districts 
where war industries have in- 
creased the demand for accom- 
modation, is presenting a serious 
Problem to the average citizen as 
well as to the government author- 
ities, Because the public is not 
fully aware of what should be 
done, the problem is likely to be- 
come more and more serious. 
Facts about the situation and 
some remedies that the public 
may adopt, follow. 

1—There is a serious housing 
shortage in most Canadian com- 
munities. In larger centres there is 
actual difficulty in securing any ac- 
ceptable accommodation. 

2.—Housing for a number of 
workers in war industries is being 
provided by Wartime Housing Ltd., 
a government company. These 
houses can be built only in districts 
where expanded or new war indus- 
tries create an entirely new prob- 
lem. They cannot be built, for in- 
stance, in cities like Montreal, Ot- 
tawa, Toronto, Winnipeg or Van- 
couver where war workers make up 
only a comparatively small section 
of the population. 

3.—Under the National Housing 
Act loans may be secured on new 
homes costing less than $5,000. 
There is some possibility, however, 
that this act may be discontinued 
although municipal officials and 


housing experts have urged the 
government to keep the act in 
force, 

THREE WAYS 


4-—Canadian ctHizens may now 

help relieve the housing shortage 
in three ways: first, by renovating 
existing propertics and increasing 
living accommodation; second, by 
adding insulation to summer cote 
tages to make them usable year- 
round; and, third, by building iow- 
cost homes under thé act. 

5.—In the building, field at the 
present time there are reasonable 
supplies of plumbing. heating and 
building materials available, al- 
though choice is somewhat restrict- 
ed. There are no priorities on lum: 
ber, insulated sidings, asphalt 
shingle roofings or asphalt tile 
floorings, which are not immediate 
ly required for war production 

6.—-The public's policy therefore 
should be protection and conservar 
tion of present properties, increase 
of living space through insuiation 
and repairs, new construction of 
small homes where required but 
elimination of needless expense or 
building.

nearly over, Only hope can preserve the morale and sanity 


of occupied Europe, or of British and American captives at 
Hong Kong or on the Bataan peninsula. 


| Often, however, people start out with hope and lose it 
| and find themselves weaker than at first. Often they have 
| been deceived by false hope, and are discouraged and dis- 
illusioned. How can we secure saving hope? What is 
wrong with the hope that disappears or deceives? It is 
not really the hope of the Gospel. It is only a way of 
thinking, an attitude dependent upon favorable cirgum- 
stances. The Hope of the Gospel is a way of living and 
it is based on man’s daily experience of God's saving power. 


There is a great lesson in the study of two paintings 
| by Jean Francois Millet. Edwin Markham looked at 
| “The Man with the Hoe,” and saw in it a man who had 
| been made in the image of God and now was warped by 
the everyday struggle with toil and poverty, a man with- 
out prospects and without hope. 


“Bowed by the weight of centuries, he leans 
Upon his hoe, and gazes on the ground, 

The emptiness of ages in his face 

And on his back the burden of the world. 

Who made him dead to rapture and despair, 

A thing that grieves not and that never hopes.” 


“The Angelus has many similar features. It is also a 
scene of toil, and the man and woman are surrounded with 
the implements of labour, But it is more than this. Across 
the level landscape you can see the Church spire rising 
above the lowly roofs of the village. It is.evening and 
The Angelus has rung out the call to prayer. There they 
Stand, those peasant folk, with bowed heads and folded 
hands. They have heard the voice of God afd they have 
stopped to pray. This man must also toil from sun to sun. 
His back must also bend beneath:the burden of the day.

In passing sentence, the magis- 
trate declared he had no sympathy 
for any farmer who deliberately 
stole money from the federal gov- 
ernment, particularly at a time 
when every cent was needed for the 
war effort, 


NO EXCUSE 

“I have every sympathy with the 
farmer,” the magistrate said, “but 
there is absolutely no excuse for 
any farmer deliberately robbing the 
dominion when it was trying to help 
them.” Were it not for the fact that 
Daignault was needed at home to 
look after his family a jail sentence 
would have been imposed, the mag- 
istrate said. 

When defence counsel, Lionel 
Tellier, suggested to the court that 
many farmers were making incor- 
rect returns in claiming bonus 
payments, the magistrate said this 
Was no excuse and if he found 
such a practice existing in future 
that those convicted would be sent 
to jail without the option of any 
fine.

When the tomato is used as a} 
vegetable, that is as a salad ingred- 
ient, it also belongs in the non- 
starchy family; however, I find that 
the most convenient way of classi- | 
fying this food is to put it with the | 
fruits, as the rules governing its use | 
are the same as those governing the | 
use of the acid fruits. 

In addition to this Good list, 1 
have prepared another which I have 
named Not So Good, The vegetables 
included in this list are permissible 
for those in good health and may be 
used occasionally for the sake of 
variety, but. are not recommended 
to patients on very strict diets. 
These latter are requested to stick 
to list already given, In this “Not) 
So Good” list, I include: Artichokes, | 
Brussels Sprouts, cauliflower, dan- 
delion greens, kohlrabi, small mush- 
rooms, small fresh peas, rutabaga, 
sauerkraut, water cress and Swiss 
chard. 

The non-starchy vegetables con- 
tain the smallest amount of food 
value of any of the foods, but still 
they are especially valuable for 
various reasons. They provide the 
necessary minerals which are so es- 
sential to health, they supply vita- 
mins, they help to promote normal 
intestinal action because of the 
bulk, and when used with other 
more concentrated foods they sup: 
ply the balance so sorely needed, 

ose who send for articles on 
diet which mention these non- 
starchy vegetables may consult the 
above list to find out the particular | 
vegetables they may use. While it) 
is all right for the patient to repeat 
any vegetable which he especially 
enjoys such as small string beans, 
it is usually a better plan to select | 
different ones on different days, so | 
that more of a variety is obtained. | 
By changing around in this manner | 
he will find that he will not tire of 
any one flavor.

Down In The Human Heart 
By Nellie McClung 


ALWAYS knew the dandelion 

was holding out on us, not tell- 
ing everything it knew. It never 
could have survived the vicissi- 
tudes of life if it had not hidden 
fires locked away in its little heart 
to keep its courage high. The poor 
little yellow dandelion has been 
dug out, drugged : 
out, (and I don't 
mean “dragged") 
hoed, and har- 
rowed, and yet it 
came again and 
again, in and out 
of season, softly 
smiling and ready 
to forgive us. And 
now see what has 
happened. Its big 
brother, with an 
unpronounceab le ~ 
name, which as 
grows in Russia, Nellie McClung | 
has in it the latex which makes | 
rubber, and since 1931 the Russians 
have been cultivating it; sowing the | 
seeds and taking care of it. This 
year in Russia they are growing) 
millions of acres of this rubber-pro- | 
ducing dandelion. So while we be- | 
seech our people to give up their | 
rubber heels and hot water bottles, | 
the Russians look out compiacently 
on their glowing -fields of dande- 
lions and know they have their own 
rubber supply. 


PRAISE FOR RUSSIA 

Russia seems to have a greater 
respect for scientists than any other 
country, Dr, E. Cora Hind spoke 
of this when she returned from her 
trip around the world. She had 
visited every wheat growing coun- 
try, but it was to the agricultural 
research of Russia that she gave her | 
highest praise. 

More and more we see what 
Stalin meant when he said he had 
the whole Russian nation behind) 
him. And now we wonder how it} 
is that Russia has cohesion and 
unity, vitality and iron resolution in 
that whole great country of 160,000,- 
000 people. We can only speculate 
but it seems possible that their sys- 
tem of education produces that love | 
of country which has astonished the 
world. Children in schools are 
taught to serve their country, to 
preserve the trees, birds and flow- 
ers; to study the resources of their 
own localities, and to discover its 
beauties; rejoice in its riches; and 
there is always the contrast in their 
minds between the old house with 
its dirt floor and its laborious ways 
of working and the new ways of 
electricity -with its light and power 
which have lifted the burden from 
human backs. 


FACE OUR FAILURE 

We have not these contrasts, at 
least our young people have not. A 
boy or girl in a fairly comfortable 
city home knows little about over- 
coming circumstances. They breathe 
comfort at every pore. And 50 
there comes over them that lassi- 
tude which corrodes their young 
hearts, What's the use of strug- 
sling? We have not been able to 
put any great plan before our 


young people of a brighter, better 
world,’ We might.as well face our 
failure, That they have the stuff of 


heroes in them we know. An Ed- 
monton boy leaving to go overseas 
with the R.C.A.F. now flying over 
Germany, said to his mother at 
parting, “Don’t pray for my safety. 
Pray that I will do a good job.” 

I believe that one cause for our 
failure to give a real sense of ad- 
venture to our young people is the 
presence of too many cynics in our 
schools and universities. Too many 
people who are afraid to harbor a 
conviction or an enthusiasm; afraid 
to be in earnest; afraid that some- 
one might accuse them of being a 
reformer, They would rather be 
called anything than that. A horse 
thief might have “pleasing vices” 
but a reformer, to them, could be 
nothing but a “stuffed shirt.” 

However, I do not like to lay ali| 
the blame on other people. We are} 
all guilty of taking too lukewarm 
an attitude toward the vital things 
of life. : 


ASTONISHING STORY 

When I read the astonishing story 
ot William Duncan, the young man 
who came out from Scotland at the 
instigation of a ship's captain to 
bring the Gospe] to the Indians on 
the Pacific coast, I wondered why 
this marvellous story had not been 
made the subject of a picture. 
When William Duncan arrived in 
Victoria Governor Douglas begged 
him not to go to the Tsimsheam In- 
dians. They would surely kill him, 
they were pure savages, they prac- 
ticed cannibal rites, even. armed 
traders were afraid of them. But 
he went, alone and unarmed, ex- 
cept by his faith in God. And he 
won their hearts because he had no 
fear. In an incredibly short time he 
had mastered their language, and 
began the work of their education. 
He made them into a self-respect- 
ing, happy, Christian community, 
with their own church, school, com- 
fortable houses, cannery and store. 
His Indians were known for: their 
absolute honesty and +the traders 
were glad to hire them. 

The whole story reads like a ro- 
mance, and following the pattern 
of romance, troubles came to this 
modern paradise, Persecution came 
to this community from an unex- 
pected quarter. But the faith of 
William Dunean and his Indians 
shone all the brighter through these 
dark days, which unfortunately for 
Canada, ended in their removal to 
Alaska, where under the protection 
of the Stars and Stripes, they found 
the liberty which had been denied 
them here. 


TALE OF WRONG 

The story of William Duncan 
leaves the Canadian reader humili- 
ated. But one bright light redeems 
this ancient tale of wrong, and that 
is the amazing power of God when 
He finds a fearless man to carry 
His message. y 

I wonder if we are in danger of 
losing sight of that great truth in 
the manifold organizations, confer- 
ences, conventions, reports and sub+ 
committees which make up the life 
of the church today. We have 
everything to work with now. We 
have tremendous power in our 
,hands in the form of mechanical 
aids, through radio atid moving pic- 


tures it Is possible to have all our 
people in one room at one time. 

This season has produced some 
great pictures and I have no doubt 
that the picture producers are con- 
scious that the hearts of people are 
hungry for the abiding things of 
life. To see the people flocking to 
see such pictures as Sergeant Yorke, 
One Foot in Heaven, and How 
Green Was My Valley, denies the 
indictment so often made that our 
people are satisfied with second or 
third rate entertainment, 


SEED OF A PICTURE 

The picture, “Over the Hill,” pro- 
duced by William Fox in 1920, has | 
an interesting story back of it. A} 
lonely old man came to Mrs, Fox, 
who was known for her generosity, 
and told her that he had no home, 
No friends. But investigation prov- 
ed that he had six children, all do- 
ing quite well, but unconcerned 
about their father. Mrs. Fox de- 
cided to try an experiment, She 
invited the old man’s four sons and 
two daughters to her home for din- 
ner, and when dinner was over she 
told them the story of an old man 


who had appealed to her to find 
him a home. She pictured the lone- 
liness of old age, alone, unloved 
and uncared for. One of the wo- 
men began to cry and confessed she 
had not done anything for her 
father. Then the whole story 
broke, and that old man’s problem 
was solved. Myr. Fox saw in this 
the seed of a picture, and resolved 
to work on it. He wrote no script, 
but just told his directors what 
scenes to picture, and at last a 10- 
reel picture was made. Nobody 
thought it would succeed; it was 
sentimental and sad, and preached 
a sermon. Who wants a sermon 
when he goes to:-a movie? It was 
put on in one of: the theatres that 
was not paying well, and passes 
were issued for it so the place was 
full on the first night.

Mr. Fox stood at the door, He 
wanted to know if the picture had 
gone over. The first man he spoke 
to was a tough Scotch sailor who 
told him he had been on the sca 
since he was 10 years old. “I ran 
away from home,” he said, “when I 
was 10, and never wrote my mother 
a single line.

Except for deliveries of ice and 
fuel, trucks carrying commodities 
direct to the home will not be al- 
lowed new tires, This means, the 
department sald, no new tires for 
bread, milk, grocery, fruit, and 
other home deliveries. 

The 96 tire rationing representa- 
tives have been advised to refuse 
permits for new tires, retreated 
tires, new tubes, og retreading ser- 
vices, for trucks used principally in 
the transportation of wines, beers, 
liquors, soft drinks, cosmetics, con- 
fectionery, tobaccos, sporting goods, 
advertising demonstrators and their 


equipment, jewellery, furs, and 
other luxury articles or services,

“Every application for a tire per- 
mit will be considered strictly in

it is understood that the ap- 

proximate cost of the installa- 

tion will be $4,000 and that it will 
take at least six months to get 
delivery of it. 

With a marked drop in révenue 
and a corresponding incrtase in op- 
eration costs, the deficit for the 
month of April was much higher 
than during the preceding three 
months. The hospital utilized $9,966 
of the city**grant to balance its 
April budget, bringing the total de- 
ficit for four months to $13,455, com- 
pared with $24,953 in 1941 and $19,- 
213 in 1940 for the same period. 


BONUS $4,000 : 
During April the cost-of-living 
bonus accounted for approximately 
$4,000, and graduation of nurses and 
bonuses for internes cost $800. This 


brought the total cost of operation 
figure of $51,995 for the most, and a 
cost per patient day of $3.77 for 
April. It boosted the latter figure 
to an average of 3.51 for the 
four-month period. Total cost of 
operation from the first of the year 
to April 30, was $193,997, an in- 
crease of $5,500 over the estimate 
and $16,000 more than in 1941 for 
the same period, 

Whilst revenue for the month, 
$42,028, exceeded the monthly esti- 
mate, $38,800, it showed a consider- 
able drop from that of March this 
year, $46,900. Patient receipts were 
down $3,300, revenue from soldier 
patients in Isolation dropped over 
$1,000, and then a fall in number of 
patient days so that the hospital 
earned less from provincial govern- 
ment for grant and Tb. patients. 


Present indications are that a 
better showing will be made in 
May when officials expect an in- 
crease in revenue, while opera- 
tion cost should be less than was 
the case last month. As at May 1 
the total revenue was $180,541 as 
against an estimate of $155,160 
and a 1941 total of $153,032. 


Average cost per head per meal 
during April was 11.39 cents, or .42 
cents less than the average for 
January to March. In the month, 
73,526 meals were served. In the 
stores department total issues were 
$1,000 more than last year, and in 
the pharmacy department total 
issues to date have totalled $34,213 
as against the 1941 total of $30,548, 
and the 1942 estimate of $32,520.

Retail transactions must now be con- 
fined to sales between dealers and the eligible motoring public. Apart from such legal sales, no person may buy 
or sell, borrow or lend, barter, give away, mortgage, deliver, or receive any such tire or tube or retreading service. 
Eligible vehicle owners are divided into three classes, on this basis:

It represents a quality of mind and heart which dis- 
tinguishes the sailors of the British Commonwealth from 
those of the axis. 


Here is what Vice-Admiral Nelles, Chief of Canada’s 
Naval Staff, says of that distinction: 


‘They are wshort-term navy and we are a long-term 
navy. 

“Those hundreds of years of British naval tradition 
are paying us good, solid dividends now.” 


Then, too, there is the matter 6f training. “It is more 
thorough,” the admiral says, “and lasts longer. A mature 
officer in the British Navy has vast technical training 
behind him—years of work in a closely-knit organization, 


“The German Navy, and the Italian Navy for that 
matter, lack the tradition, the length ‘of service and the 
sailor’s instinct. All the mechanical skill in the world isn’t 
going to save them.” 


In October Canada opens a new Naval College 
where the British tradition of the sea and the high stan- 
dards of training will be maintained. Its commanding 
officer will be Commander John M. Grant, R.C.N. His 
executive officer will be Lieut. Philip E. Haddon, who has 
been captain of the destroyer Saguenay. Director of 
studies will be Lieut.-Commander Kenneth Ketchum, 
former headmaster of St. Andrew’s College. 


Entrance requirements will be high. The first 50 of 
these’ future naval officers joining for the two years’ 
course must be between the ages of 16 years and 17 
years and nine months on July 1, with a junior matricula- 
tion in mathematics, physics or chemistry, history, 
English and another modern language.
